The  Superintending  School  Committee  have  looked  after  the 
minor  repairs,  also  the  work  done  at  East  Ridge  and  on  the  vil- 
lage school  house,  and  have  bought  the  fuel,  so  I  have  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  those  accounts. 

On  the  whole  I  believe  the  schools  have  been  fairly  successful 
the  past  year.  I  should  like  to  have  the  parents  visit  the  schools 
more,  and  get  better  acquainted  with  the  teachers  and  their  work. 

Parents  do  not  seem  to  take  interest  enough  until  some  trouble 
comes  up  between  teacher  and  child,  and  then  they  are  apt  to 
criticize  and  condemn  the  teacher,  who  may  not  be  wholly  to 
blame  for  the  trouble.  To  get  best  results,  the  parents  must 
co-operate  with,  and  stand  by  the  teacher. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  good,  though  during  the  spring 
term  many  of  the  pupils  were  vaccinated,  and  this  caused  some 
absence.  The  cold  weather  of  the  present  winter  cut  into  the  last 
part  of  the  winter  term,  making  the  average  attendance  small  in 
some  of  the  schools. 

Our  schools  are  well  supplied  with  books  now,  but  there  is  a 
constant  wear  that  must  be  made  good  each  year. 

I  think  $200.00  will  be  a  sufficient  amount  for  text-books  for  the 
coming  year.

There  has  been  a  good  degree  of  interest  manifested  in 
our  schools,  both  by  teachers  and  scholars. 

In  district  No  1,    the  three  terms   have  been  in  charge  of 
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Miss  Nina  Williams  of  Silver  Ridge.  This  is  one  of  the 
largest  schools  in  town  requiring  much  work  but  Miss 
Williams*  proved  herself  equal  to  the  task. 

In  district  No  2.  the  Primary  grade  was  taught  by  Miss 
Lottie  Roberts  of  Sherman.  Miss  Roberts  labored  under 
the  disadvantages  of  a  poor  school  room  which  made  it 
much  harder  for  teacher  and  scholars,  out  by  tact  and 
energy  Miss  Roberts  succeeded  in  having  three  terms  of 
profitable  school. 

The  Grammar  grade  in  No  2  was  taught  by  Miss  Nettie 
M  Friend.  Miss  Friend  is  a  teacher  of  large  experience 
and  manifested  rare  ability  in  her  manner  of  teaching  and 
discipline. 

In  district  No  3.  spring  and  fall  terms  were  taught  by 
Miss  Pansy  Emery  of  Sherman  with  good  success  The 
winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Essie  Sawyer  of  Linneus. 
The  attendance  at  the  winter  term  was  small  but  those 
that  attended  school  made  good  progress. 

The  spring  term  in  No  4  was  taught  by  Miss  Effie  Emery 
of  Sherman.  Miss  Emery  is  well  known  as  a  successful 
teacher.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Aita  Hunter  of  Houlton.  Miss  Hunter  is  a  good  teacher 
and  worked  faithfully  in  the  school  room,  but  the  school 
was  ton  small  to  bring  out  the  best  work  of  a  teacher. 

The  school  in  district  No  5  was  taught  in  spring  and 
fall  by  Miss  Lillie  Friend  of  Sedgwick.  Miss  Friend  has 
had  charge  of  this  school  for  several  terms  and  has  brought 
it  up  to  be  one  of  the  best  schools  in  town.  The  winter 
term  was  taught  by  Mr  Eddie  Roberts  of  Shermna.  Mr 
Roberts  possesses  good  ability  as  a  teacher  and  made  the 
term  a   successful  one. 

In  district  No  6  .  the  three  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Bessie  Kneeland  of  Sherman.  Miss  Kneeland  labored  faith- 
fully in  the   school   room  and  without    doubt   the  scholars 
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made  good  progress. 

In  district  No  7.  the  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss 
Lena  Knceland  of  Sherman.  Miss  Kneeland  has  been  suc- 
cessful in  her  teaching.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  were 
taught  by  Miss  Myrtle  Connot  of  Silver  Ridge.
